(most often from outside the national lab), put them in residence at the lab for 
two years with a fellowship stipend, and provide unencumbered access to the lab 
resources while also providing entrepreneurial training. After the R&D period at 
the lab, the researchers are well-equipped to start businesses founded on 
materials and manufacturing innovation. It's an exciting model that both uses the 
national labs in a completely new way, and also provides a mechanism to ready 
technologies for market offtake with minimal government funding.
